Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connnnents: Applicants representative discussed with the examiner the current 
rejections of record and potential means of overcoming these rejections. With respect to the current 102 rejections, 
applicants continued to argue as in applicants previous response, that applicaants claimed method of using lysine 2,3- 
aminomutase involved the use of a preparation of said enzyme that was more pure then that taught by Chirpich et al. 
The examiner acknowledged such however the examiner still believed that the method taught by Chirpich et al. 
involved the use of a "substantially pure" lysine 2.3-aminomutase preparation as defined in applicants specification and 
thus anticipated applicants claims With respect to the 103 rejection over Chirpich et al. applicants continued to argue 
that given the degree of purity of the preparation tauight by Chirpich et al. there would not be a reasonable expectation 
of success in isolating the encoding gene as the present inventors have done. Applicant's representative further 
pointed out the long amount of time between the paper by Chirpich et al and the instant application in support of 
applicants position. The examiner acknoweldged applicants argument but did not find it persuasive. Applicants's 
representative further questioned the current 1 12 first paragraph rejection and why the taught 8 species were not 
sufficient to overcome the rejection. The examiner maintained his position for each of the rejections in the previous 
office action and with respect to the 1 12 first paragraph rejection, reiterated that the taught species were but one 
variable that went into consiedration in deciding whether the claims were properly described. The examiner 
encouraged applicant's representative to file a written response elaborating the various points raised, and applicants 
indicated their desire to do such in the form of a request for continued examination (RCE). 
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
